Site. 

The City of Alton lies in Section 12 and fractional sec¬ 
tions 10, 11, 13 and 14, in Fractional Township 5 north, 
range 10 west, and is situated on the banks of the Father of 

Waters, just at the point where the p-ecipitous rocks that 

f...r many miles mark the Illinois shore fall away into the 
broad, fertile, alluvial plains known as the Great Ameri¬ 
can Bottoms.” ... i. • j 

As one would suppose, its topogi aphy is cnaraclensed 

by sharp ravines and prominent bills and knolls It .sseven 
miles above the confluence of the Missouri and Mississippi 
l ivers, sixteen miles (as the crow flies) abowe bt. Louis, and 
twenty miles below the mouth of the Illinois river. It is 
257 miles southwest of Chicago. In front of the city of 
Alton and for a distance of some two miles, the Mississippi 
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river runs almost directly from \Vestto East, and the streets 
are laid out parallel and at right angles therewith. 

Histomcal. 

The City of Alton, now spreading over several stjuare 
miles of hill and valle}’, was in its conception quite minia¬ 
ture and the original town as surveyed and platted by Col. 
Rufus R. Raston, then of St. Louis, in 1837, extended alontJ 
the river from Henry to Market and northward to Ninih 
street. The Christian name of Col. Easton’s eldest son', 
Alton, was given the coming city, while those of three oth 
er children are preserved in connection with Alby. George 
and Langdon streets. Col. Easton’s native modesty is sig¬ 
nalized in the naming for himself one of the least promis¬ 
ing streets in his plat, the second east of Market. 

It may be a matter of some satisfaction to Altouians to 
remember that the son whose name our city proudly wears 
proved himself not unworthy the distinguished honor, hav¬ 
ing gained considerable lustre as a military leader in the 
Mexican war. 

Col. Easton in 1818 erected on the site of the piescnt 
M’Pike building at the corner of Second and Piasa streets 
a double hewed log house which answered the demands of 
the time for hotel accommodations. This building stood 
until 1868, when it was removed to make room for the more 
pretentious building that now occupies its site. The first 
framed hou.se vvas erected the following year by Major 
Charles W. Hunter, whose enterprise in the way of real es¬ 
tate added much to the area of the city in Hunter’s Addi¬ 
tion, familiarly'known as Hunterstown. 

The growth of Col. Easton’s new enterprise wa.«i not 
conspicuous at first, though his prominence and high per-

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sonal character led to a settlement that promised well until 
serious litigation over the town site paralyzed real estate 
interests. A compromise agreement w'as reached between 
the litigants in 1830 and was followed by a boom of no 
..small dimensions for that day, which placed the future city 
on its feet as no mean rival for its greater and raoie pios- 
perous neighbor, St. Louis. The town of Alton was incor¬ 
porated three years later and the growth was such that in 
1837.'it was credited with a population of 2500 souls. It was 
made a port *(if entry and large wholesale and retail houses 
did a prosperous business. A special charter was on July 
21st of this year granted the City of Alton by the State 
Legislature. The first Mayor of the city was Hon. John M. 
Krum. In 'this year the financial crash which shook to its 
foundations the business structure of the entire country 
was exceedingly disastrous to Alton merchants, who could 
not boast the stability of the present generation, not more 
than one or two of who were found able to stem the tide 
and save their credit. In this year also occurred the fa¬ 
mous pro-slavery riots in which eventually Elijah P. Love- 
joy lost his life at the hands of an excited mob, bent on the 
destruction of his printing outfit and the suppression of his 
newspaper, which fearlessly defended the nghts of the 
black man. It was therefore in the city of Alton that was 
sounded the first telling note leading to the great rebellion 
and the freedom of the four millions of serfs whose unre¬ 
quited toil” had long sought relief at the hands of a Chris- 
tian world in vain. It would therefore seem eminently pro¬ 
per that the great State of Illinois should have decided to 
honor the ashes of the “first martyr to the antyslavery sen¬ 
timent in America” with a more beautifu and substantial 
memorial than the little slab that nmrks their resting place 
in the City Cemetery; wherefore the 3?th General Assem¬ 
bly passed a bill appropriating the sum of $25,000 towards

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Railtaay paeilities. 

There are few cities of the size of Alton so well provi¬ 
ded with trunk lines of railroads as is this city. No less 
than three of the most important systems of the country 
pass through its borders, while another is so convenient of 
access as to be practically within the city. The Chicago & 
Alton, the first road to reach the city, ])asses through the 
heart of the city, while the C. B. & Q and C. C. C. & St. 
L. pass through what is now East Alton, a short distance to 
the east of the city, and are reached by local plug trains 
which connect with all trains on these roads, and offices, 
freight and passenger, are maintained here by both. The 
splendid bridges built over the Mississippi here and over the 
Missouri at Bellefontaine Bluffs have opened the way for 
the passage of the trains of the C. B. & Q. into and out of 
St. Louis through the city of Alton. They also give us di" 
rect connection with the Wabash and M. K. & T. for the 
West, Nox’th and South. Offices are also maintained in the 
city by the M. K. & T. road, which crosses the Bellefon¬ 
taine bridge and runs into St. Louis over the C. B. & Q. 
tracks. The St. Louis, Chicago and St. Paul, extending 
from St. Louis to Springfield, is I’apidly becoming a line of 
importance and has a large carrying trade through its terri¬ 
tory, both of passengers and freight, its recent extensions 
both to Springfield and St. Louis adding largely to its busi¬ 
ness. A belt road connecting us with East St. Louis and

Overshadowing all other industries in Alton is the plant 
and business of the Illinois Glass Co., employing as they 
do, in all departments, from 1,500 to 2,000 persons, of all 
ages and both sexes, and disbursing a weekly wage running 
high into thousands. The plant consists of ten largo fac¬ 
tories, and is one of the largest hollow-ware plants in the 
world. While by no means Alton’s only industry, it is her 
just pride. This plant occupies a large ai'ea on the river 
front at the east end of the city. The immense consump¬ 
tion of coal, lime, sand and other glass materi.als by this 
concern creates, when added to its shipments of manufac¬ 
tured ware daily, a railroad business of no mean propor¬ 
tions. 

An office and large warerooms are maintained by the 
company in St. Louis as well as in Alton. 

Connected closely and allied with the Illinois Glass Co* 
is the Illinois Box Co., doing a large and profitable busi¬ 
ness and employing many hands. 


Hapgood PIolu Co. 

Another industry of large proportions is the Hapgood 
Plow Company, manufacturers of farm implements, extend¬ 
ing from Langdon to Henry on Front street, and occupying 
more than half of this very large block. Their complement 
of hands is something over two hundred.

This company, whose factories are located east of the 
city, has numerous buildings distributed over a territory of 
60 acres, and manufactures high-class explosives on a large 
scale.
